This means, of course, that if 
we should be attacked the units 
so engaged would resist, but no 
general counterassault could be 
made until the President was 
notified. It is awkward. But it 
is preferable to leaving the deci- 
sion to local commanders. 

A few hours after the Presi- 
dent’s talk in his press conference, 
Secretary Dulles apparently re- 
versed the President completely 
with what seemed to be a cate- 
gorical statement that we would 
defend the Quemoy and Matsu is- 
lands. There was nothing “‘iffy’’ in 
his position. It also reversed the 
Dulles position of two days before 
in which he said that we would 
defend the islands if Chiang’s 
forces were in danger of defeat on 
them. This is one of those un- 
happy illustrations of the inept- 
ness of the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration in presenting its policy to 
the public. 

The one great danger is Chiang 
Kai-shek. 

He knows that he can never re- 
turn to the mainland without all- 
out support by the United States 
fleet and Air Force. 

He places his own burning am- 
bition and self-interest first. It 
is no secret at all that Chiang 
would very much like to engage 
us in war. It is his only way out. 


Half His Troops 


It is interesting to note Chiang 
has placed, according to his re- 
ports, about half his troops on the 
offshore islands. This he did, we 
may be sure, for two reasons. 
One, he has a real chance to 
beat off a Communist attack. 
That they’d like to see. But 
Chiang also knows that if he de- 
pletes his Formosa force we will 
then be confronted with the need 
to see that he isn’t pushed off the 
smaller islands. For half of 
Chiang’s army to be killed or 
captured would leave us with the 
whole job of holding Formosa. 

Chiang has maneuvered things 
to where he, not we, can decide 
what we are going to be com- 
pelled to do. 

And that is not good. 

It is, as our friends the British 
say, a very sticky situation. 

We are stuck with it. We can- 
not afford not to defend Formosa 
if it is attacked. It is but 90 
miles north of the Philippines. 
And, while it is vulnerable to 
atomic attack, it is a vitally stra- 
tegic piece of land. 

The British have the best idea— 
make a deal which will save face. 
Let the Chinese Communists have 
the Quemoy and Matsu groups in 
exchange for a neutral U.N. trus- 
teeship for Formosa. 


Bound to Chiang 

Privately, we'd like that. But 

we are morally bound to Chiang. 
He has no appeal to the Chinese 
on the mainland. They had quit 
him before his army was driven 
into exile. Chiang is no rallying 
symbol. 
Nikita Khrushchev is one of the 
great promoters of lies, but he 
is not far wrong when he de- 
scribes Chiang as “a political 
corpse.” The further tragedy is 
that there is no leader on For- 
mosa who could make the dis- 
contented in China—and there are 
many—surge forth to support an 
invasion. But we are committed 
to Chiang. 

This is a period in our time 
when events seem to work for 
the Communists. They have, for 
example, declared that the con- 
tested islands are within their 
territorial limits of 12 miles. This 
will be difficult to dispute. 

We have but to imagine what 
our attitude would be if a foreign 
power had troops on fortified is- 
a mile and a half and nine 
our shore.

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State Traffic ‘Look’ 
Suggests Remedies 


Fach recent year the National Safety 
Council has taken a close look at how 
the states are doing in traffic safety. 


This week Georgia got the report on 
the 1957 “look.” 

The appraisal is “not so good.” 

We can give ourselves a minor pat on 
the back for some phases of the state’s 
program. In driver licensing, for in- 
stance. we stand third among 14 South- 
ern states. 

But in driver licensing, as in the nine 
other classes on which the Safety Coun- 
cil grades, we are still below the mini- 
mum standard. 

We have no vehicle inspection at all. 
Public support as expressed through ef- 
fective organization is lacking. Our 
school safety education falls short. Patrol 
strength isn’t what it should be. The 
highway department lags far behind in 
removing known road hazards. 

And we face this indictment. James 
E. Civils, Safety Council district director 
who made the inventory, said, “There is 
the least coordination and cooperation 
among traffic enforcement agencies (city, 
county, state) in Georgia of the 14 South- 
ern states in which I work.” 

Much of that lack of liaison can be 
laid to the fee system and lack of uni- 
form traffic courts. 


The inventory is a long detailed re- 


port. 

It shows our safety program is get- 
ting better each year, but still has far 
to go to attain the minimum. 

Some weaknesses can be removed 
only by more money; some, by transfer 
of funds from the less essential to the 
more essential. A deliberate plan for co- 
ordinating the activities of state depart- 
ments—safety, highway, education and 
health—would be helpful. 


The inventory deserves careful study 
by administrators, legislators and the 
public. 

Each step toward traffic accident pre- 
vention means a saving in dollars and 
precious lives.

There’s Still Confusion 
In Policy Statements 


President Eisenhower and Secretary 
Dulles should establish some kind of lia- 
ison about American policy before making 
public statements concerning it. 

Thursday, for instance, the President 
issued an “iffy” statement in which he 
said the United States would help defend 
Nationalist Chinese offshore islands 
should he determine that any attack on 
them by the Chinese Reds constituted a 
threat to Formosa. 

A few hours later Secretary Dulles 
discarded the reservation made by the 
President and said the United States 
would defend Quemoy and Matsu should 
they be attacked. 

That, of course, brings up the question 
of the President's authority. Is he or Sec- 
retary Dulles making the final de- 
cisions? 

Perhaps it is another instance of the 
President seeing no difference in his ex- 
pressed views and those of members of 
his official family. The difference is 
there nevertheless. 

Having gone this far, the big prob- 
lem which now appears to be confront- 
ing Washington is whether Chiang Kai- 
shek can be restrained from provoking 
war. There is no doubt that he wants it 
with full backing of the United States. 

Meanwhile, let us hope that this 
warning to the Red Chinese will be suf- 
ficient to deter them from aggression. 
Otherwise the prospect for war is very 
real indeed.

Farm Assets Increase; 


So Does Indebtedness 


The Federal Reserve System reports 
the American farmer is worth more to- 
day than ever before with assets at an 
all-time peak of $186,700,000,000. This 
represents a 5.7 per cent increase in a 
year. 

While this is reassuring and indi- 
cates the farm economy is following the 
trend in other lines, the so-called farm 
problem is far from being solved. Much 
of the increase in assets resulted from 
the upward trend of farm real estate 
values—traceable to inflation. Increase 
in value of livestock resulted from higher 
livestock prices. 

Farmers also owe more—mostly in 
mortgaged debt—with a total of $20,- 
200,000,000. While this is not too high 
in relation to total assets, it is still rising. 

Here in Georgia we have seen the re- 
sult of the Benson farm program in the 
acceleration of migration from rural to 
urban areas. The soi] bank has dispiaced 
much labor, putting the squeeze on the 
small towns and counties. The small op- 
erator finds it more and more difficult

to compete and the trend to bigger mech- 
anized units is statewide. 

Disappearance of the small farm may 
be inevitable but it also is deplorable. It 
has happened more rapidly in Georgia 
than industries have been able to provide 
jobs for the displaced. There is still a 
heavy out-migration from the state, In- 
stead of evolution, we are witnessing a 
revolution. 
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Chatham School Plight 
Offers Lesson for All 


Financial difficulties which are caus- 
ing Chatham County schools to effect 
drastic cuts in services to students bring 
two facts into sharper focus. 

1. Citizens throughout Georgia might 
as well make up their minds to accord 
considerable more support at the local 
level to meet the rising costs of education. 

2. The state must redraw its blueprint 
for allocating funds and substantially in- 
crease aid to school systems having the 
heaviest concentration of students. 

Other communities would do well to 
study two strictly local factors bearing 
upon the Chatham dilemma. Voters there 
rejected a school board proposal for a 
higher millage levy. The board also thus 
far has been unsuccessful in its ettempts 
to have real estate assessed at its fair 
market value instead of at 25 per cent. 

Some of the services slashed in 
Chatham could be classified as frills. But 
others that were hit, such as electric 
lights, heat, telephones, substitute teach- 
ers, etc., cannot be so considered. 

Their loss gives the Chatham system 
the appearance of slipping back toward 
the era of the “Little Red Schoolhouse” 
at the very time an all-out effort is 
needed to strengthen the caliber of Geor- 
gia education. 

A plight similar to Chatham’s or 
worse eventually will grip a large num- 
ber of other school systems unless prop- 
er action is taken at both the local and 
state levels.

Better still, let him devote his ener- 
gies more toward a sensible program for 
agriculture and less toward political non- 
sense.

Too often it takes an epidemic to 
awaken communities to the necessity of 
taking proper precautions to prevent 
further tragedy. 

The number of diphtheria cases in 
this immediate area now, although much 
too many, comprise an outbreak rather 
than an epidemic. By all means let’s take 
immediate action to halt the spread.

. first knew him he had a serious alcohol problem. He was not proud 
of it and he wanted to do something about it. 


It had cost him 


so much in so many ways. I watched him kneel at the altar of the 


church one night. 

His humble faith was wonder- 
ful. 

He gave me confidence to tell 
others that an alcohol problem 
need not be hopeless.

Secretary Mitchell 
Speaks on Unions 


WASHINGTON—QUESTION: As a friend of 
organized labor, what do you consider the princi- 
pal complaint which the public legitimately has 


against union leaders today? JAMES P. MITCHELL: I feel that too 
many union leaders are making the same mistake which many in- 


dustrialists made a half-century 
terpreted as being—‘‘The public 

These is a plain disregard ot 
public qpinion on the part of 
many labor leaders. Their sense 
of public responsibility is not 
equal to the powerful role they 
play in public affairs. 

QUESTION: How do you ac- 
count for this attitude? 

MITCHELL: Many labor lead- 
ers have an honest conviction that 
they are being unjustly criticized 
now, mainly because they have 
been . unjustly criticized in the 
past by antilabor groups. They 
equate disinterested, public-spirit- 
ed criticism with the strictly anti- 
labor criticism they are used to, 
which reduces the validity of fair 
criticism in their own minds. 

Many honest and upright union 
leaders have an understandable 
sense of ownership toward their 
unions. In some cases this arises 
out of the individual struggle 
which some leaders have under- 
gone to found their unions or to 
develop them into strong, effec- 
tive organizations: 

Today we have many union 
leaders who have risen to posi- 
tions of great responsibility on 
the basis of a human and natu- 
ral appeal, who have had many 
fights in their time with anti- 
labor groups and who have a 
sense of private dedication and 
private responsibility for the wel- 
fare of their members. All of 
this tends to make them disre- 
gard public opinion. 

The most regrettable aspect of 
that situatiof»is that anyone who 
raises his voice or questions the 
actions of some labor leaders is 
apt to be labeled ‘“‘antiunicn.’

QUESTION: How can labor re- 
cover its old acceptance? 

MITCHELL: There are certain 
truths that have to be stated and 
believed if labor is to retain its 
old acceptance and preserve its 
status as one of our most potent 
instruments for progress. 

The first of these truths is that 
the American labor leader has 
become too important and pow- 
erful a figure not to heed fully 
his responsibility to the com- 
munity and to the public welfare. 
Unions operate in a much wider 
area than they used to, one 
far removed from the basic bar- 
gaining operation. They  influ- 
ence legislation. They administer 
and operate funds. They invest 
their members’ money. They 
publish newspapers. They take 
part in overseas programs and 
international conferences. 

The result of all this, as I see 
it, is that while the rank and file 
members of a union have re- 
tained the old set of objectives, 
all related to employment, wage 
and other considerations. at their 
individual plant, the top leaders 
of labor have taken on larger 
goals which include problems of 
a wide national and interna- 
tional character.

~ A JIG LOOKS LIKE NOTHING ALIVE, BUT FISH LIKE

If you are a fisherman who believes in drown- 
ing a variety of lures instead of just sticking to 
one, let me give you a mid-summer tip. Try a 
jig. If you are not familiar with i 
this particular bait, a jig is an 
arrangement of lead and buck- 
tail, polar bear hair or feath- 
ers. Many times it is very ef- 
fective when bumped along the 
floor of your favorite lake or 
stream. I've had some very good 
success bouncing it over roots 
and snags on the bottom, until 
some submerged citizen decided 
to take it on as a part of his maw 
dinner. ; 7 -< 

I thought I was reasonably fa- = charies Eitiott 
miliar with jig fishing until several weeks ago on 
Center Hill Lake, in middle Tennessee, where 


I ran into a fellow by the name of Bill Clay. 
Bill owns one of the largest sporting goods stores 
in Nashville and has started a good many anglers 


on the road to frustration. They tell me also 
that he is one of the best fishermen in his neck 
of the woods. When he got to talking about jigs 
and jig fishing, I could well believe what I had 
heard about him. 

I've never quite figured out what kind of an 


aquatic creature a jig is supposed to represent. 
As nearly as I can determine, it doesn’t look 
like anything that lives in the water. The dif- 
ferent types of jigs—both manufactured and home- 
made—must run into the hundreds. Generally they 
are made with either a round or elongated piece 
of lead, with a hook dressed in hair or feathers 
as its tail. The lead is for sinking fast—the hair, 
feathers or nylon give it action of one sort or 
another. 


Bill Clay says that regardies of how a jig is 
made it’s the action that’s important, and you've 
got to get that action by the way you work your 
rod tip and retrieve the lure. Fresh water fish, 
he insists, have gotta be teased. Most of the 
time they are choosey about how their vitamins 
and calories are served. They want you to pro- 


vide them with a little extra show and drama in 
the way you present a bait. 

Bill picked out three baits which he thought 
were the most showy. All were built differently. 
One was a bucktail with a flare of hairs plucked 
from the rear of a deer. One was made with a 
long streamer of polar bear hair and one with 
feathers. I thought each was made to fish with 
the same action, but he showed me the differ- 
ence. 

The short bucktail was lowered to the bottom 
and moved very slowly, so that the bunch of 
hairs sticking out of the tail “breathed’’ by 
flaring and closing with each movement of the 
jig. This breathing of the buck strands made it 
resemble some small creature rooting around the 
bottom. 


The long streamer on a polar bear jig is built 
for an entirely different action. Clay said that 
he fished it by pulling it along the underwater 
points with an up-and-down motion. He fished 
that one in a series of ‘“‘crawls’’ for two or three 


feet and then letting it lay, sometimes for as long 
as a minute. He claims that bass sometimes hit 


a lure when it is left motionless that long, and 


not even look at it when the bait is fished con- 
tinuously without a pause. 

The third type of jig, made with long hair or 
a feather, is built to sit with its nose down and 
the feather sticking up perpendicular to the hot- 
tom. The streamer waves with a motion like the 
tail of a minnow or other creature feeding head 
down. When this jig is moved, it is hopped from 
one spot to another and lands on its nose again. 

Clay uses a piece of pork rind with his hair 
jigs. He says that sometimes when one lays 
against the bottom for a minute, he can feel an 
old bass nibbling it.’ The fish is balling up the 
pork rind and Clay only has to wait out his 
strike and give the bass time to get the whole 
lure in its mouth. 

Those are some of the things Bill told me 
about jigs. He should know. He’s jigged as 
many bass out of those TVA lakes as almost 
anyone.

Criticizing 
Tactfully 
Is an Art 


Success is a mulligan stew so 
complicated, so mixed up, that 
not even a successful man 
knows how it’s made. 


But there is one ingredient 
most successful men consider 
basic. 

This is the ability to criticize 
people—to challenge their hab- 
its and opinions—without giving 
offense. 

First, go to any length to 
avoid criticizing directly. All a 
frontal blast does is make the 
person determined not to 
change.

Ed and Joe Anding, a junior 
at Marist College, were the only

TRAINING 

Following their selection, after 
try-outs in New York, drill team 
members went to Washington, 
D.C., for four weeks of intensive 
training. There they were issued 
the trim uniform, worn ex- 
clusively by members of the 
international group. 

Air Force officers led the 
training sessions, which called 
for five hours of drill practice 
daily. 

“Our day started at 5:00 
a.m.,"” Ed recalled, “and we 
were kept busy all the time.” 

Daily inspections were rigid, 
but the cadets were always 
alert and well-prepared. 

“Of course,” Ed said with a 
grin, “it was not ALL work. 
They gave a dance in our hon- 
or one night. And those who 
made the grade at inspections 
were given Saturdays off. We 
spent that time sight-seeing in 
Washington, going to shows, and 
just walking around.”

Their activities were climaxed | 


at the Minneapolis State Fair, 
where the drill team was joined 
by a Canadian unit for special 
exhibitions. They gave a spec- 
tacular performance of inte- 
grated drill—with both teams 
marching as one—at the fair. 
“We had plenty of free time to 
take in all the rides, too,’’ Ed 
disclosed. “‘And we all enjoyed 
the dance they gave for us 
on our last night in Minnesota.”’ 
The Georgia cadets’ return 
trip to Atlanta was marred by 
one “‘little frightening” incident: 


“We hit a terrific thunder- 
storm over North Carolina,’’ Ed 
related. ‘One engine of our 
plane went out, and we had to 
put on our parachutes in case 
we had to bail out.” 

Fortunately, the boys didn’t 
have to “hit the silk,’’ but the 
flight home admittedly seemed 
“unusually long.”’ 

Ed, who will enter Emory 
University this month, has re- 
ceived numerous high honors for 
his outstanding CAP work, in- 
cluding a trip to Texas this 
summer, where he was the only 
Georgian to participate in the 
two-week jet training course. 

Cadet commander of Atlanta 
Squadron 2, Ed last year was 
selected to go to France as part 
of the CAP cadet exchange pro- 
gram. He’s attended four sum- 
mer encampments at Georgia 
Air Force bases. 

The outstanding eadet has 
been drill instructor for Atlanta 
units for the past two years, and 
served on the National CAP Ad- 
visory Council. 

The husky 18-year-old de 
clared “‘you can go as far as 
you want to in the CAP.”
